'There is a great deal of subver- 
sion . . . going on in Cuba', stated 
Professor Fried, of the Anthropo- 
logy department yesterday. 

He qualified his terms, slating 
that subversion refers to 'the aid- 
ing and abetting of for.-es power- 
fully interested in creating revo- 
lutions in other Latin Ainer^ian 
countries', and declared that the 
regime in Cuba is not communis- 
tic. 

He asserted that, in his opinion, 
Cuba should be viewed as the 
spuarhcad of the revolution of all 
the Latin American countries, and 
not as a separate entity. 
STRONG TIES 

Tliere are extremely strong ties 
binding together these countries — 
intellectual and moral trails, and 
similarities of personality. The La- 
tin lemperment is romantic and 
passionate, with .a love of speech 
ond of Ideald. Castro possesses 
these characteristics ; they can be 
found in many of his speeches. He 
is. not .unique, and should not . be 
thought of as merely crazy, said 
Professor Fried..'! met many peo- 
ple like him in Latin America , 

There is an enormous common 
area of understanding between 
these people, lie stated, and thus 
Castro.bas an edge over the Uni- 
ted States in dealing with the La- 
tin American countries. 

Most of the other countries in- 
cluding Peru, Panama, Uruguay 
and ttie Dominion Republic ïre 
ripe for revolution, and perhaps 
Castro thinks that by creating ac- 
tive civil strife, he will make 
Russia and Red China ready to 
risk war with the. United States, 
to gain thesé; countries as allies. 
Fried stated. -He went on to slate 
the opinion that the Communist 
countries would not risk war for 
the sake of Cuba alone.- and. thàt 
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Businessmen Speak 
Commerce Gen-nite

Four viewi'oints on Cana- 
dian business were expressed 
last night at the second an- 
nual Gen-nite of the Com- 
merce Undergraduate Socie- 
ty. ; A:. _ 

The four speakers were Jack 
• Pembrooke, . President of the 
Royal Trust Company, Edward 
C. Wood, President of Imperial 
Tobacco, Laird Watt, President 
of the Institute' of ^CbarterediAc- 
countanu; andHiomas'îEf^Eaaie, 
President of the Bell- Telephone 
Company. 

Pembrooke. the first 'speaker, 
discussed "The Place ' of iTrust 
Companies ' in .' the Financial 
World." He pointed out that since 
1882 the Canadian trust compa- 
nies have expanded to the point 
where 35 companies operate 220 
offices and control assets of 7.0 
billion dollars. His own company, 
the Royal Trust, has increased 
from two employees to 1300 since 
1892. 

Wood discussed "How to main- 
tain yourself at the top of a 
competitive industry" with speci- 
fic referençe to the Canadian 
tobacco industry. He described it 
as a "nearly IQO percént Canadian 
industry" whose pibducts have a 
market value of about 750 million 
dollars 400 millioa' of which is 
collected as taxes. According to 
Wood the manufacturer receives 
only 9.5 cents for a package of 
cigarette* while the federal and 



Qnébec governments receive 20 
cents and four cents respectively.

Watt, the 4iext speaker; denied 
that chartered accountancy was 
"the oldest profession" but des< 
cribed it as "the fastest-growing 
profession." He mentionned in 
passijig that increasing numbers 
of women are engaged in it. 

In the final speech of the eve- 
ning Eadlë discussed "A progres- 
sive utility in Canada today." He 
described . the .^elL-^Tclephone 
Company ai a regulatefl competi- 
tive monopoly.it faces changes in 
customer demands and new tech- 
nical inventions and must "bring 
these two streams of change into 
a single channel of progress." 

Eadie mentioned several recent 
technological advances in com- 
munication.- One ' of these is a 
"long-distance- wave guide" two 
inches in diameter which is un- 
der development and will trans- 
mit 200,000 messages at the sa- 
me time. • • . 

Turning to the field of satellite 
communication he distinguished 
between passive satellites which 
bounce messages and active sat- 
telites which amplify them. He 
produced a ■mall solar . battery 



from his pocket which might be 
used for the litter purpose. 

He next demonstrated a push- 
button phone which will be soon 
introduced in -which different 
sounds replace the dial numbers. 
Eadie displayed, for an engineer, 
surprismg musical proficiency on 
the contraption. 



Concluding his speech he men- 
tioned that a mechanical brain 
had at last beL>n developed witJi 
emotional reactions. A black box

NOT COMMUNIST 

He discussed claims that Cuba 
is a Communist country, and de- 
nied them, stating .that Cul)a has 
undergone a true nationalistic 
revolution. 

It is closer to the revolutions 
carried out under Tito and Nas> 
.ser, he said, than to a Commu- 
nist uprising. The Cubans -did 
not rebel in the Interests of an 
international organization: they 
rebelled because they are inten- 
sely nationalistic. They will ac- 
cept economic aid from Russia, 
and play her off against the Uni- 
ted States, to assure the conti- 
nuing success of their revolution. 



College President 
Defends Students' 
Newspaper Rights 

The right of students to control 
their student newspapers was de- 
fended bv Dr. n. H. Jiaunderson, 
nres dent of the University of 
Manitoba, at an Alumni Associa- 
tion conference. 

''In a regrettably large number 
of places, even in Canada, a 
member of the university .staff 
sits in the position of a censor, 
with the absolute power to say 
what may or mav not be printed,'* 
he said. "The editor of a student 
paper; must be given the privile- 
ge, and the accompanying res-: 
IHmsibllity, Id make his own déci- 
sions." 

EDITOR'S RIGHT 

The editor has the right to print' 
stories ■'•which mav offend his 
maiden aunt bacic home". Saun- 
derson claimed. However, he must 
Account for his actions. 
. Discussing Jhe recent firings of 
College- n^napers staffs, be a.s^ 
sertcd ihatftnefonly group quali- 
fied to 'niake changes in the staff 
is- th(:8tiideiit council, the group 
which apitolnted the editor. 

Students have the right to hear 
differing' vte\vsi>Saunderson clahri- 
ed. They must- be allowed to pre- 
sent their Own views, àçd provid- 
ing tliey can support them should, 
be given high marks; even if their 
views differ from those of their 
professors. 



CKGM's 'Open Mind' Discussed By 
Moderator Before Radio Workshop 

'Open mind', a discussion program broadcast l)y CKGM, was reviewed in 
last night's Radio WorltsliDp by its moderator, Da:ve Prendergast. . 



The program, which has been 
on the air for more than a year, 
was started as a live, show.. ^ and 
surprisingly few. cranks, and idiots 
called in, Stated ' Prendergast. 
99% of the callers had something 
constructive to contribute. But 
because of the 1% crackpot ele- 
ment, and the resulting danger 
of being sued, CKGM later deci- 
ded to broadcast the show taped, 
although still unrehearsed. 

The show Is at. present being 
broadcast live again, to preserve 
its spontaneity, but its producers 
have evolved several Ingenious 
methods of preventing the broad- 
casting of libellous or obscene 
remarks. These include screening 
and blacking out temporarily. . 



In its original format, the show 
centred around a set topic each 
evening. Now callers are allowed 
to choose their own topics, ex- 
cept Avhen an event of jteneral 
interest, such as ■ the .'Toynbee 
controversy, comes up. 

'It's an education In hitman na- 
ture', said- Prendergast, who ex- 
plained that the main difficul- 
ties involved are dealing with 
cranks and getting callers to 
the subject. During the Toynbee 
controversy, for example, callers 
were mainly Interested in airing 
their nationalistic or racial fee- 
lings, rather than simply answe- 
ring the question: "Do you 
,agree with Toynbee's statement". 



In a recent survey taken by the 
Bell telephone company, it was 
found that for the 38 calls broad- 
cast in one evening, 2,159 were 
rejected. This does not happen 
every night, of course, but it is 
an amazingly high numbcr,.Pren- 
dergast staled. 

A ratinç; taken at a time when 
a competing station was broad- 
casting a disk show revealed 
that 'Open Mind' had 28% of 
the listeners, the musical pro- 
gram barely over 30%. 

Topics concern matters of lo- 
cal, provincial, national and in- 
ternational Interest. They range 
from the recent Toynbee contro- 
versy to landlords and leases and 
the unemployment situation.
